ceuts’ worth of silver, I don’t know 
the first thing about it.”’ I left that 
gentleman after half an hour’s conver- 
sation ou the highway to conversion, 
and I have since learned that he is out 
openly for free coinage. No, it was 
not due to any especially felicitous 
presentation of the subject by me. It 
was the power of the truth working 


upon an upprejudiced and intelligent 
mind. We have the best of the argu- 
ment all the time, and all discussions 
are to our advantage. 

It was deemed best by the commit- 
tee to attempt the task of enlightening 
the constituencies of Congressmen by 
means of public meetings, and General 
Warner of Ohio and myself were sent 
forth for this purpose. We spoke to- 
gether in New York and Cleveland. 
From Chicago I went alone through 
the South. The threatened inunda- 
tion prevented the New Orleans meet- 
ing, but we bad good meetings at 
Nashville and Birmingham. I closed 
at Terra Haute and Indianapolis. I 
found everywhere an awakening of in- 
terest on the question, and everywhere 
the press, both Democratic and Repub- 
lican, gave full reports and commend- 
atory notices of the cause. Since my 
return to the coast I have received 
dozens of letters forwarded from the 
East, containing urgent invitations 
to address free coinage meetings all 
over the South and West. I suppose 
I could be kept busy at this sort of 
thing for the rest of the year unless 
Congress passes a free coinage bill. 
But I feel I have done my share of the 
work for the present, as I have not 
asked or received one cent as compen- 
sation. 

You inquire as to the probable action 
of Congress. Two weeks ago our sil- 
ver cause was in good shape; now it 
does not look so well. I think that 
our friends in Congress make a mis- | 
take in proposing to accept either the 
Windom or the Jones bill, because 
anything less than free coinage will 
not give gereral relief. Increased 
coinage may edvance te value of sil- 
ver—though I am notjsure of that. 
But while that would help the silver 
producers, it would not help the farm- 
ers. A permanent increase in the 
value of wheat can only be secured by 
an advance in the value of silver in 
Londen to the old standard of $1 29 
per ounce, and this, in my opinion, 
can only be brought about by free 
coinage. It is the agitation which 
commenced at the St. Louis conven- 
tion and the expectation of free coin- 
age resulting from that agitation which 
bas advanced silver from 92 tu 102, 
and if it shall become apparent that 
we are not to have free coinage, but 
only increased coinage, silver will, I 
fear, drop back to its former price. 

Free coinage could be passed through 
both Houses to-day by Western and 
Southern votes—Democratic and Re- 
publican—but a vote is not pressed by 
the Republicans who control the 
course of business, because of the ap- 
prehension that Harrison wovld veto 
a free coinage law, and our people are 
hoping to frame a compromise meas- 
ure that the White House will accept. 
I do not believe in this policy. It 
would be better, in my judgment, to 
make the fight for free coinage end let 
Harrison go back on the Chicago plat- 
form and veto the bill if he dares. It 
may be said that “‘half a loaf is better 
than no bread,’’ but we need not go 


veto he could still pass the Jones bill 
or the amended Windom bill or some 
other compromise measure. 

As the contest now stands the Dem- 
ocrats, who are not unskilful tacticians, 
may, when the Jones bill or the Win- 
dom bill comea up for action, offer a 
substitute proposing free coinage. 
That will place Republican Senators 
and Congressmen upon the horns of a 
dilemma. I{ they vote for free coinage 
and carry it, they will encounter a 
veto, and a veto by a Republican Pres- 
ident will furnish Democrats with 
valuable campaign material in_ the 
Western States this fall, though I do 
not think it would amount to much in 
Nevada, where the situation is thor- 
oughly understood and where there is 
no opposition to free coinage. But if 
our Senators and Congressmen shall 
f y reason vote for a compromise 
4 te and against free coinage, they 
-wilPnever be able to satisfactorily ex- 
plain such a position. Between the 
two evils I believe they will be wise

AFRICAN BUFFALOES. 


They Are Wild and Wary and Extremcly 
Difficult to Hunt. 


The plains about Arusha-wa-Chini 
afforded good sport. Rhinoceros and 
giraffes abounded and big herds of 
buffalo and zebras, while hartebeest, 
wildebeest and other antelopes were 
there by the thousand. He found the 
buffalo extremely wild and wary, as 
they had been hunted perseveringly 
week after week, and as a matter of 
necessity, by the two German traders 
who had occupied the station. They 
had been left torubalong without sup- 
the time, and had to 
hunt buffalo and pay thelr way among 
the natives with meat. A herd of 
buffalo that has been hunted much 
by sportsmen with guns are afflicted 
with chronic wildness for a year after, 
and need but to hear the report of a 
gun to start them off helter-skelter 
across the plains for miles. 

One morning I was out with my two 
gun-bearers and ten men to carry in 
meat. I had come upon a herd of water- 
buck ina dry basin, and knocked over 
three before they had discovered which 
way torun. Leaving the men to skin 
and cut them up I walked with the gun- 
bearers up the wind to the brow of a 
swell that would give us an extensive 
view beyond. We discovered a small 
lake or ziwa, an area of dense green 
grass on the fartherside. A herd of ani- 
mals which with the aid of a field glass 
I made out to be buffalo were grazing 
on the sward. They -were headed to- 
ward us, slowly grazing along, and I 

r tu swarm of biras that always 

vcr clouta herd of buffalo in quest 
of the ticks that infest their bodies. 
lortunately the wind was favorable, 
though in the absence of cover between 
them and us they had us ata disadvan- 
tage. They had not heard the report of 
my gun. Beyond them, moreover, from 
the lake was a fringe of brush, which, if 
it could only be gained, would place me 
within range. As this fringe broadened 
out into quite a patch of jungle to our 
left it seemed but a question of tramp- 
ing a. mile or so to gain the point desired. 

Soon we were creeping up a small, 
bushy mellah that led into the thicket, 
I leading the way, followed closely by 
two gun-bearers. We hiad penetrated a 
hundred yards or so into the jungle 
when, with a crash of bushes and a 
snort of alarm, a huge bull buffalo 
sprang from the cover of a dense patch 
of thorns less than ten yards away. He 
was lying down, hidden ander the thick 
brush away from the heat and flies, and 
we had well nigh blundered into his 
lair without Seeing him. 

With head erect and eye-balls glaring 
wildly he stood fora moment, snorting 
savagely and shaking his head, as I 
stood, gun in hand, waiting for him to 
present some vulnerable point.
